17A) Origin and breeding history of the variety 

'Fir 342' was derived from a hybridization made in 1992 and was selected as one seedling 
within the offspring in 1993. 

The female parent was a hybrid seedling, no. K87-585-4, which was characterized by sahnon- 
pin and white, semi-double flowers, medium green foliage with strong zonation, and compact 
plant habit. 

The male parent was the hybrid seedling no. 191-1009-1, with Ught sahnon single-type flowers, 
distinctly zoned foliage and moderately vigorous growth. 

Hybridization and first selection of the seedlings was conducted at Gaidar, Gran Canaria, Spain. 
Cuttings from the selected seedling were taken to Hillscheid for fiirther selection and first trial 
cultivation in 1994, and again in 2000. 



17 B and E) Statement of uniformity and stability 
Methods for maintaining the variety 



Variety 'Fir 342' originated from a single seedling that was propagated asexually. 
It is a uniform clone, without genetical variation. 

The stock plants in Hillscheid, Germany, and Cuemavaca, Mexico, had been obtained by tissue 
culture and have been checked for health and stability of the described characteristics. 
They are used for propagation by stem (shoot tip) cuttings. 

17 C) Distinctness statement 



The most similar varieties are the variety 'Dolce Vita' (PBR in Europe 'Fistantut') and 
'FisroUsa', appUed no. 00-2494. 

In comparison to 'Dolce Vita', 'Fir 342' has flowers with a stronger contrast between main 
colour and colour of petal margins, much stronger leaf zonation, and distincdy taller plant habit. 

In comparison to 'FisroUsa', 'Fir 342' has more intense green foUage, more distinct zonation, 
not quite as large leaves, and not quite as tall plant habit.
